THE WHISKY LAW—HOW IT IS YETY
EVADED,
From the N. Y. Timds,

It was hoped that the stringent ennotments
of Uongress, in the matter of the production
of whisky, would have ended the robbery
that, for years, had been perpetrated by un.
prineipled men upon the rovenne of the
country. DBut from certain faots within our
knowledge, it seems that this hope has not
been fully realized, That vast improvement
hns oeeurred in the collection of the whisky
fax and in the suppression of GHOrmons
frands, undor the present administration, is
not to be doubited, Rtill, it is patent enough
to those who have given the matler attention,
that there are various avenues yet apen
through which distilled spirits reach markel
without paying a cent of duty.

BSome of these whisky vents are so wall
comcenled that it requires the keenest discori-
ment, experietice, and independence to deteot
them; but they are, nevertheless, within the
reach and perception of vigilant and eompo.
tent officers. Others, ngain, are so palpable,
that the ouly wonder is how any officer, how-
ever blind or inefficient, fails them,
For instance, it is no infrequent thing to see
illicit whishy moving through our streets, at
all hours of the day, without uny of the stamps
required by law,  Here and there, at long in.
tervals, a load of a few barrels is seized; bl
the guantity seized bears a small proportion
to that which escapes “‘scot free.” Another
method hus been discovered lately which
wotld almost seem to have been sugeostid
by a recent regulation of the departmont in
W u'.‘-'l)il]g‘.'lfl. At all events, the i'l-:_{ill won in
gnestion hins made o vast frand practioable,
and it has bean used to the disadvantage of
